Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On 19th and 20lh October, 1970 river Valliyar in Kttnya- 
kumari district breached its bank due to incessant and heavy 
rains. A family consisting of three male members, one female 
and a child aged 4 years living in a hut in a coconut grove 
were completely isolated. The hut in the grove was crumbling 
down by the water current and the occupants cried for help. 
Some villageers made an attempt to swim to the grove but 
they were not successful. A call for help was sent at Nager- 
coil Fire Station at 22,15 hours on 29th October, 1970 for 
help. A Trailer Pump unit with its crew reached the spot 
immediately. Shri Bhaktan volunteered to swim to the grove 
and rescue the marooned persons. But his attempt was foiled 
due to strong current. Shri Bhaktan then came back and again 
got into the Hood waters with a lifebuoy and a rescue line 
(made up of ropes). He reached the grove and with the help 
of lifebuoy he brought the occupants of the hut to a place 
of safety. In this process he had to struggle hard to swim 
across the swift water. 

Thus, with high sense of devotion to duty and by his 
courageous act Shri Divakaran Panicker Bhaktan saved the 
lives of 5 members of the family at g rcat personal risk. 

This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5. with effect from the 20th October, 1970.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On 5th June, 1968, informalion was received by the Police 
at Antri Police Station at about 04.00 hours about the pre- 
sence of a part of the gang of Dacoit Mohar Singh, Shri 
Tewnri, the then Station Officer of the Police Station informed 
the district officers’ about the presence of the dacoits and 
collected the available Police force and proceeded to village 
Chak Kaehhaua. On reaching the village he posted Policemen 
on the southern arid northern side of the village Chak 
Kaehhaua along the Nala. Then a driving parly searched the 
village. The dacoits got information about the presence of 
the Police and rushfcd towards the northern side. Shri Tiwari 
quickly divided the Police Party into three groups in order to 
check the escape qf the dacoits. While three dacoits took 
position near a country brick kiln and kept firing at the Police 
parly, four dacoits rushed forward firing at the three Police 
parties. A fierce exchange of fire took place between Shri 
Kanwar Singh and the dacoits, Shri Kanwar Singh killed two 
dacoits. He then lept forward to reach a position from where 
he could effectively ’ check the escape of the dacoits. While 
doing so he was hit by. a bullet in bis hip and was seriously 
wounded. Shri Kanwar Singh exhibited conspicuous bravery 
in facing the dacoits and in checking their escape. He kept 
on firing and encouraging his companions in disregard of his 
injury. 

Shri Tiwari planed the entire action against the dacoits. 
When the dacoits made an attempt to escape, Shri Tiwari 
found that the gap between his group and the ambush party 
in the north was substantially wide. He immediately rushed 
towards the ambush party posted towards the north unmind- 
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ful of ihc risk, involved and he came directly in the direction 
of the fire with the dacoits. He displayed exemplary courage 
in dealing with the dacoits. 

When Shri Kunwar Singh was hit by a bullet in his hip 
and was injured, Shri Paras Kant rushed forward towards Shri 
Kanwar Singh unmindful of the personal safety and tied 
muffler on the hip of Shri Kanwar Singh who was profusely 
bleeding. Shri Paras Ram exhibited cool determination and 
courage in this encounter. 

S/Shri Ganpat Singh and Vishnu Prasad. Constables were 
right on the heels of Constable Kanwar Singh. When Shri 
Kanwar Singh was injured, they immediately took, up position 
and directed heavy fire on the dacoit gang. In the exchange 
of fire, while Shri Ganpat Singh received bullet injuries in 
his left elbow, right thigh and in left ankle, Shri Vishnu 
Prasad received bullet injury in his mouth which smashed 
his right jaw bone and broke through the left nosal bone. 
Even though they were numbed by the shot and were bleeding 
rofusely they did not leave their position and kept on 
ring at the dacoit gang. As a result of this fire the whole 
gang of the dacoits was liquidated. 

In this encounter S/Shri Nand Kishore Tiwari, Kanwar 
Singh, Paras Ram, Ganpat Singh and Vishnu Prasad, displayed 
conspicuous bravery of an exceptional order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On Lite inlervening night of 1 8/ 1 9th August, 1970, one 
company of the Central Reserve Police Force under the com- 
mand of Shri A. R. Rathod was detailed lo raid one of the 
strongholds of the extremists who were believed to be camp- 
ing in a hide-out in a Tea Estate of Siliguri Sub Division of 
Darjeeling District in West Bengal. The extremists were 
reported to be in possession of huge quantities of arms and 
ammunition including automatic weapons. The company 
marched on foot for a long distance during the dark night 
and encircled the extremists unobtrusively. In utter disregard 
of bis personal safety Shri A. R. Rathod disarmed a few 
criminals and recovered from them quantities of arms and 
ammunition. These extremists included important extremist 
leaders. Shri Rathod planned the action in such a way that 
all the extremists were apprehended. .Shri Bhoop Singh, 
constable, who was in the company, maintained sharp vigi- 
lance, When the urea was cordoned by the Police party, one 
of the extremists who later turned out to be an important 
extremist leader tried to escape, hut Shri Bhoop Singh noticed 
the movement and foiled his attempt to escape. Snri Budhi- 
man lndraman carried out a well coordinated and tactical 
deployment. He also captured six more extremists, three 
days after the above incident. In the third incident, which 
took place four days later he apprehended seven more extre- 
mists. During all these operations Shri Budhiman lndraman 
exhibited fare courage in apprehending the dangerous 
extremists. 

Throughout these operations, Shri A, R. Rathod, Shri 
Budhiman Tndraman and Shri Bhoop Singh displayed courage 
and conspicuous gallantry.

No. 23/4 1/71-CWG,— The question of reorganisation ol 
the structure and working of the Oil and Natural Gas Com- 
mission with a view to increasing its efficiency and speed up 
its activities for exploration and exploitation of oil and gas 
resources in this country, has been engaging the attention of 
Government for some time. Accordingly, it has been decid- 
ed to appoint a Committee to study certain features of the 
structure, organisation, financing and functioning of the Oil 
& Natural Gas Commission and make recommendations for 
changes and improvements which will strengthen and enable 
the Commission to achieve the objective of rapid expansion 
of ils programme of surveys, exploration, and production of 
gas and oil, both on-shore and off-shore, so (hat the potential 
oil and gas resources of the country are fully explored and 
exploited within a measurable period of time and the Com- 
mission are able to extend their activities to promising on- 
shore and offshore areas in neighbouring countries if and 
when suitable opportunities arise. In this way, Commission 
would be able to make rapid and continuous additions to 
establish reserves and to production to meet the growing needs 
of the country.

(a) To review the structure of the Commission from the 
level of the Commission down to the Project, including a 
review oi the composition of the Commission and the distri- 
bution of functions and responsibilities among the Chairman 
and the other whole time Members and the need for and 
role oE part-time Members. The distribution of separate 
functions and responsibility among the whole-time Members 
and how they discharge these, and the role that they play in 
the working of the Commission as a whole should aim at 
securing the maximum contribution of each Member indivi- 
dually and also to the Commission as a whole. 

(b) To review the existing decision-making processes and 
those for follow-up 6f decisions obtaining at various levels 
within the Commission, in administrative, technical, financial 
and other matters, the role of the Standing Committee of the 
Commission; and the need for any technical committees, indi- 
cating in what fields and in what manner these should function.

undertaking more difficult operations, particularly in the off- 
shore, and on an extended scale and ensuring competent 
handling o[ the operations, both managcrially and technically; 

(iii) Finance 

To review the existing pattern of financing of the ONGC, 
particularly the ratio between equity and loans, and to suggest 
changes that may help to, present a fair picture of the finan- 
cial results of the Commission's operations and facilitate, and 
remove any disincentives that there may be, in the Com- 
mission taking normal risks involved in oil exploration and 
production; also to review the costing system and budgetary 
control existing in the Co mm ission and suggest measures for 
improvement; 

(iv) Technical matters 

(a) To review the know-how, expertise and technical capa- 
bilities at present obtaining in the various technical Dirccto- 
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rates and Departments of the Commission and assess how far 
these need to be strengthened to enable the Commission to 
expand its programme, particularly in difficult on-shore areas 
and in off-shore. To review also in this connection, the extent 
and manner of coordination existing among the various tech- 
nical Directorates and Departments and to assess the practical 
assistance to operations from the Institute of Petroleum 
Exploration and review further the relationship of the Insti- 
tute with other allied scientific and lechnical Institutes in the 
country, like the Indian Institute of Petroleum. This review 
should lead to the identification of the important areas where 
gaps exist in technology and know-how and to the suggesting 
of measures by which these gaps car be quickly bridged, 
whether hy training or recourse to I outside assistance of 
experts or consultancy services. 

(b) To review whether the geological and geophysical and 
well-Lcsting data are properly obtained and documented and 
fully used in every possible way, by- re-checking and re-inter- 
preting where necessary, in planning and implementation of 
further programmes, and whether in this matter there is 
adequate coordination between the concerned Directorates. 

(c) To review, in broad terms, the adequacy, both in 
terms of quality and quantity, of seismic, drilling, testing, 
production and other important equipment at present available 
and in use in the ONGC, and, if gaps and shortcomings are 
revealed, to suggest measures for removing these; 

(d) To review the deployment of drilling rigs and seismic 
equipment and suggest measures for their belter and more 
effective utilisation;
